King  George  V of  England  died  in 
January  1936.  His  son,  Edward,  the 
Prince  of  Wales,  became  his  successor 
immediately,  but  the  coronation  was 
set  for  May  12,  1937,  when  the  period 
of  mourning  would  have  been  over. 

Meanwhile,  Edward  VIII  was  ruler 
to  practical  purposes,  and  as  such  had 
his  name  placed  on  seven  different 
minor  coins  issued  for  Britain's  various 
colonies  and  territories. 

Traditionally,  coins  for  England 
proper  are  issued  after  the  coronation 
ceremony  only,  the  interim  coinage 
consisting  of  the  predecessor's  types 
with  the  date  or  mint  ira  rk  changed. 
According  to  this  rule,  Edward’s 
English  series  are  like  those  issued  by 
his  father,  except  for  the  date  which 
is  1936. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  George  Vdied 
in  January,  and  Edward's  abdication 
did  not  take  place  before  December  of 
the  same  year,  the  coins  bearing  the 
date  1936  should  and  are  being  assigned 
to  Edward  VIII. 

If  various  reasons,  social,  economi- 
cal and  personal,  had  not  forced  the 
King's  abdication,  a portrait  would 
have  been  designed,  most  likely  by  the 
Mint's  Percy  Metcalf,  and  coins  in 
Edward's  name  placed  into  circulation 
in  May,  1937. 

As  it  stands,  the  only  portrait  pieces 
of  this  ruler  are  official  and  privately 
made  medals  in  all  metals,  designed  ' 
to  commemorate  the  coronation.  The 
date  of  this  ceremony  was  kept,  but 
the  candidate  replaced  by  his  brother 
George  VI. 

Thus  we  have  the  strange  case  of 
medals,  stating  "King  Edward  VIII 
crowned  at  Westminster,  May  12, 

1937,  " --  an  event  which  never 
took  place.

For  ex- 
ample, the  Rev.  E.  Rogers,  in  his 
book  - "Handy  Guide  to  Jewish  Coins,  " 
Spink  & Son,  Ltd.,  London,  1914, 
page  77,  suggests  that  the  widow's 
mites  were  the  coins  of  King 
Alexander  Jannaeus  or  his  successors. 

We  are  fortunate  in  being  able  to 
offer  a number  of  these  tiny  coins 
at  very  reasonable  prices.  It  is  of 
particular  interest  to  note  that  these 
coins  were  popular  for  the  Temple 
offering  because  they  did  not  contain 
the  heads  of  any  mythological  gods  or 
of  any  existing  rulers,  and  they  thus 
did  not  violat'e  the  commandment 
against  making  graven  images,  so 
strictly  observed  by  the  Jews.

Lycurgus,  Lacedaemonian  lawgiver 
of  Sparta,  if  living  today  could  well  be 
called  "The  Great  Equalizer." 

He  had  a great  ambition  to  produce 
an  equality  and  put  his  desire  into 
action  by  stopping  all  manufacturing  of 
currency  in  gold  and  silver,  and  re- 
placed it  with  money  made  of  iron  in 
great  quantity  and  weight.  He  applied 
so  small  a value  to  this  bulky,  weighty 
specie,  that  to  acquire  a mere  10  minoe 
and  keep  it,  meant  clearing  a whole 
room  for  storage  space,  and  using  a 
yoke  of  oxen  to  move  it. 

When  this  iron  became  current, 
many  kinds  of  crimes  ceased  to  exist. 
Robbery  for  money  and  defrauding 
became  a lost  art.  Getting  away  with 
ill-gotten  wealth  was  a major  trans- 
portation problem  and  hiding  it  would 
tax  the  patience  and  intelligence  of 
the  world’s  smartest  crooks. 

When  this  heavy  currency  was 
created,  and  while  the  metal  was  still 
hot,  vinegar  was  used  to  make  it 
brittle  and  unmalleable;  consequently 
it  was  unfit  for  any  other  use  than 
money. 

This  iron  coin  was  not  acceptable  in 
the  rest  of  Greece  and  was  so  ridiculed 
and  despised  that  the  Spartans  had  no 
means  of  purchasing  any  foreign  or 
valuable  wares . It  wasn't  long  before 
there  was  an  acute  scarcity  of  wander- 
ing fortune  tellers  who  once  were  as 
numerous  as  stones  on  the  beaches, 
and  dealers  in  gold  and  silver  trinkets 
were  conspicuous  by  their  absence,  as 
was  the  light  money.  Thus  luxury 
lost  by  degrees  the  means  that  cher- 
ished and  supported  it,  and  the  grand 
pomp  that  heralded  wealth  quickly 
dropped  out  of  sight.
